
1<aise hire Insurance 
Rates to Cover Losses
The Torrance Association of 

Insurance Agents this week an­ 
nounced changes In fire insur­ 
ance rates from a decrease of 
27 cents per $1,000 of insurance 
lo an increase of 54 cents on 
hidings and $2.16 on contents. 
These state - wide adjustments 
refer primarily to commercial 
buildings, 'but residences and 
contents are also affected.

The increases stem from the 
local, state, and national fire 
losses which totaled nearly 1 
billion dollars last. year. The 
monthly average for 1057 has 
amounted to almost 91 million.

For the first, six months of 
Ui7 the 441 companies writing 
fW» insurance in California lost 
$149 million which necessitated 
depleting iheir reserves by $136 
million dollars.

Among those specific classes 
which showed the highest in- 
(lease in losses were hospitals 
and churches, and t hcse two 
have enjoyed the greatest pre­ 
mium reductions in the past. '

The Association pointed oitf 
iij|t. the high losses emphasize 
tW need for the purchase of 
insurance in amounts which will 
cover the high cost of recon­ 
struction and replacement which 
we find today.

Water, Wafer Everywhere But Not on St. Andrews PI.
Samuel Taylor Coleridge's 

poetic cry: "Water, water 
everywhere, and not a drop to 
drink," became the battle cry 
for a group Of 55 North Tor­ 
rance residents Tuesday night.

They presented a petition and 
a sample of the water to the

city council and complained 
that the water furnished them 
by the Moneta Water company 
was unfit, to drink, to take a 
bath in and even to brew coffee 
with.

The 66'petitioners were resi­ 
dents of St. Andrews pi., be­

tween 182nd and 186th st.s. One 
of them, Mrs. Jean Foster, of 
18514 St. Andrews pi., told the 
council that her children are 
cleaner than the bath water be­ 
fore they were even washed. 

Another area resident, Nor­

man J. Smith, of 2510 W. 179th 
st., brought a sample of the 
water and handed it to the coun­ 
cil. The bottom of the jar was 
covered with a floating mass of 
algae. "That's what I get out 
of my tap," Smith told them.
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Council members asked City 
Manager George Stevens to re­ 
quest Public Health officials to 
analyze the water and to make 
regular tests of the water sup­ 
plied area residents. They also 
asked Stevens to determine 
whether the residents could be
